Let thefe Hints ſuffice 
in theſe Streights Mr. 7. reduceth us into : If we vindicate our ſelves, 
he*ll have us to be vain-glorious ; if we do not, we muſt be Pluraliſts, 
like to themſelves : So that on our part it proves io be only a Plu- 
rality of Labours (in Labours more abundant.) 

As tothe Hearers not taking the Oaths to the Government, and ſub-

When Maniacal Perſons d:ſcover Secrets, declare things, paſty, and fu 
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ture, ſpeak Languages they never learned; thu puts it out of doubt, anda 
queſtion. that they are not meer Mad-men, but Demoniacks, For Injtances, 
ſee Pſellus, de oper. Dzmon. Aſo Fernelius, de 2bditis, &c. 
There are many other Inſtances of this kind, recorded by Muderr, 
Writers unexceptionable, of Perſons either wholly Dzmoniacal, or 
ſo affeted, or infeted by them, as to have certain unuſual and ſy. 
pernatural Symptoms ; which for Brevity Sake we ſhall here omit. 
See alſo Mr. Mather's Eſſay as to remarkable Providences, Chap. 6, 


So that other Symptoms of Poſſeſſions either muſt be found out, 


which are yet unknown to us, or theſe and more ſuch-like muſt bs 
diſproved, which we think can never be done; or diabolical Pof- 
ſeſſions mult be utterly denied, which is fo abſurd, that few but Infi- 
dels (and Mr. 7.) will ſo deny. 


As to the means of Cure. 
That this D. is delivered as to his outward Man, from this direfu! 


Tudgment, we ſuppoſe none need to queſtion, being now freed from 
ſuch Fits for many Years. The only Queſtian now with ſome is, 
whether it was not a meer bodily Malady, and fo foine Purges or 
Vomits, which he took might be the means of his Cure. 

If we ſhould ſuppoſe that tobe the caſe, yet Spiritual Mcans be- 
ing ſo much uſed withal, theſe muſt needs have the preference a 
mong Chriſtians. And God mult be acknowledged in all, as in He- 
zekjah's Cale. Surcly Prayer had more Influence towards his Recas 
very, than the Lump of Figs. 

But if it was a meer Spiritual Malady, or a Diabolical Poſſeſſion, 
and Sin the immediare Cauſe thereof,as Judicious Conſcientious Per- 
ſons, who are unprejudic'd, and unbialled, do judg then the only 
Means muſt be Spiritual, and the Bleſſing which follows, muſt needs 
be Supernatural. So in that caſe, Mat. x7. 21. all other Means are 
excluded. Yea, tho that Demoniack was a Lunatick, as appears by 
Mat. 17. 15. Luk, 9.39. compared: The Devil taking advantage

by his Lunacy, to get Poſſeſſion of him, as we call Melincholy, Yeh:- ;, pi or; 


culum Djabols. In this caſe there was not ſo much as Melancholy 
Lunacy, nor any ſuch b-dily Malady, as we ſuppoſe, to be the Evil 
Spirit's Vehicle, into D's Body, that Phyſical Means ſhould carry it 
out; hebeing of an healthful Conſtirution before theſe Fits begun 
with him. Corporeal things have no dirett Phyſical Inflience on Infer- 
nal Spirits, as Mr. 2. obſerves. 

"Even in caſe of immediate Difpoſſeſſions by our Bleſſed Saviour, 
they imputed tkem unto wrong Cauſes : Let not us run into the ſame 


Error. 
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If the Malady was complicated, wiz, in part Supernatural, and 
in part Natural, that being cauſal of this, and this being conleqen- 
tizl of that: Then both forts of Means mult be acknowledged in 
their ſeveral places: Yct muſt Spiritual Means have the Precedency, 
as having molt of God in them ,, tho Phylical Means are not to be 
neplefted,or deſpiſed. Son thoſe Caſes, Job 33.14. tO31.Fam. 5. 
14, 15, 16, ICs evilent that the young Man was ſomething diſor- 
dered 1 his Body, by his firange Fits : It's a wonder that his Body 
was no more diſtempered. He needed Phyſical Medicines to open, 
and eaſe his Body, being adviled thereto, he made uſe of Mr. Chew, 
whom he had formerly, without ſucceſs, applied bimſelf unto : His 
Mcdicines were now uſed, and bleſled, to the ſaid purpoſes. We dare 
not i2he the Bodily Mercy, nor the Phyſical Means, but would 
own £24cn in their place, giving all the Glory to God. whoever were 
the Inſtruments, whatever were the Means. What a diſturbance, and 
diſtraction, would it have been to all abqut him, if he had not been 
dilivered, 

After a!l this, we are too tim rous in acknowledging, this ſignal an- 
ſwerof Prayers, and too backward 1n ſolemn Thankſgiving for ſuch 
a deliverance: Infomuch as tis alſo a Keformarion of the young Man 
in ſeveral things: O that we could fay in every thing ! Yet is he 
now more deyoilt in his way,. and of the more ſober fort among his 
Neighbours, as they themſelves confels. 

As to ſome others alas! They will not believe, tho they ſee ſo 
many Si2ns and Wonder» in this Age of Wonders, It's wellif it 
Happen not to i hem, that as Deſpiſers they wonder, and periſh ; the 
Lord worktiig a work in their Day, a work which they ſhall in no 
wiſe believe, tho a Man declare it unto them. If they be a little af- 
fefted, yer they fit down in more {ccurity, elther in their Senſuality 
or Formalicy, Tho others regard not the Works of the Lord, nor 
conlider the Operations of hi. Hands: Yet the Wiſe ſhall under- 
ſtand his works, and walk in his ways. Not being ſcandalized at 
others ridiculing this ; ſreing Men dare to deal ſo now a-days with 
the great Truths, and Things of God, 

We muſt conclude not only with the fincere Acknowledgment of 
our own Weakaelles, and Failings. tor which we beg Pardon, but al- 
{o with this ſolemn Recognition of the Lo:d's Afſiitance, upon this 
nccaſion : Yea, alſo this his anſwering of Prayers in the perfect Re. 
covery of this D, as to his outward Man, and In part, at leaſt, -as 
to the Reſurmation of his Converſation, which Publick Teſtimany 
of our rhankfulneſs ro God for this ſ1znal Publick Mercy, and the 
Praiſe to his Name alone for it, we hope he will graciouſly accept 
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in Chriſt; notwithſtanding our Mack and fender Returns to him. 


That the Lord will further appear in pleading this Cauſe fo far as

The Teſtimony and Information upon Oath of ſeveral Perſons who volnn- 
tartly offered themſelves ory Richard Dugdale of Whalley, 


the County of Lancaſter, Gardener ;, taken before Hugh Lord Wil- 


oughby, and Ralph Egerton, Eſq; Two of Hu Majeſties Juſti- 
ces of the Peace for the County of Lancaſter, at Holcomb inthe [aid 
County, the Nine and Twentieth day of July, 1695. 


Homas Dugdale, Father of the ſaid Richard Dagaale, makcth 
Oath, that he conſulted one Crabtree, in behalf of his ſaid Son, 

then under a ſtrange Diſtemper, and nad his Anſwer ; that if there 
was Money enough he could effiCt the Cure: whereupon this Depo- 
nent ſeeing his Sons Body much weakned with the ſaid Cr abtree?; 
Phyſick, and his Fits more violent, did apply himſelf to Mr. Folly 
a Neighbouring Miniſter, and others of his Brethren in the Miniſtry. 
And this Deponenr ſaith, he hath ſeen his Son vomir up Stones ſeve- 
ral times, and other things. Once he declared, he mult either yomit 
Gold, Silver, or Braſs Rings, and an Hair Bufton, and accordingly 
hedid ſo. At other times he vomited great Stones, alſo blew Stones 
like Flints. One :ime he vomired a Stone as was an Inchand an 
half long, and anlInch and an half broad, having Blood upon the 
edges, which this Deponent and others ſtanding by bin apprehend- 
ed it was very painful to him. And further this Deponent maketh 
Oath, that one day alittle before Night, walking by his ſaid Son

Tie Confefion of Richard Dugdale of Wha'ley, in the County of Lancaſhire, Gardner, 
taken before the Right Honorable Hugh Lird Willoughby, azd William Huime, Eſq; 
two of His Majilty's Juſtices of the Peace, and Quorim, fr the ſaid Coty, tas 
hen at the Hoſe of Richard Sharples, of Blackburn, in the County aforeſaid, ne 1 5th

Myrims, The ſaid Richard Dagaale, anfxers and ſays, thathe was in Hea'th of Body 
and Min1, art the Age of Eighteen Years, or ther: abours: Abour che Nin ecnth 
Year, he ſays, he was a hired Servant, with Thom.:s Lifter of Arnald's-bigging, 
inthe Courty of Torb, Eiqz; and begged leave of his ſa'd Maſter, to go to x Ruſh - 
bearing to Whallzy, and being 1n Drink, fell our ac Whallty wich a Man, and fought 
abour dancing tizt Night, (He lays) afrerwa ds he wenr to hi Fatte's Houſe: The 
day afterwards he wenc from 15s Fathers Houte, to 4riald's-bgzing, and on che Road, 
heing troubled in Mind, he thought thac he ſaw ſeveral Apparitions, bur c: ul. not 
tell che reſemblance therevt. The day afterwards, he tays, he went to make 
Hav, and he found himſeli ciogged with fome heavineſs, thar he cuuid nor work, 
or fioop; from thence, he weur to a Well about a Fields breadth from the Ha:l _— 
aid,

ſaid, and ſaw a Gallon, or Pale, ſtanding at the Well, and that ke laid himſelf down 
to drink atthe Well, and as he was drinking, there came up to him, a Neighbour- 
woman of good Repute, and adviſed him nor to drink fo much Water, bur rather 
£0 up to the ſaid Hall, and ger drink, and told him that ſo much Warer was enough 
to ruin him; and ſays that he rook her advice, and wert up to che (ald Hall, ard yger- 
ting ſome Drink from the Cook: Maid, he went ap 'rto his Chamber, ard ater 
ſometime being laid dov.n upcn the Bed, the Chamber-Dcor opened o' it (el', as he 
thought, and there appeared unto him ſomething like a Smoke, or Mitt, which p e- 
ſently vaniſhed, and afrerwards chere came partly a fear upon him. Immedicely 
after he choughr there came unto him, the likeneſ- of a Hard-faroured Mn, which 
at thattime he thought had been one Hindls, a Fellow Servant, whole Hur ieemed 
to be clipped cloterwhis Ears, and lay very heavy upon his Breaſt, infomuch char 
he asked him whathe would do with him, which ſuddenly after (petking, be choughr 
the Viſion turned into the likeneſs of a naxed Child ; he ſays, he crouvhr r!:athe 
gor hold of the naked Child by the Knee, and that the Child rurned into the 11{;enels 
of a Filmert, and went away with a {krill Scriek : Ali chis was done when he was aware, 
as he is now to his thinking. Immediately after this, he ſays, that he was very rude, 
and troubleſome, inſoinuch thar rwo Women could ſcarce hold him, and chat he 
raved of one Dr. Chew, and defired the Woman to ſend for h's U:kle, rogo with 
him ro the ſaid Dotor z; who was the firſt, and laſt Phyſician he had Phyfſick from. 
He ſays, to the beſt of his knowledg, he thought he had |1t.le advantage by the firſt 
Phyfick, but whether he took all or no, he c:nnor tell. Afrer the firſt time of ra- 
king Phyſick from Dr.Chew, he wenr to one Dr. Crabtrez z and rhe fatd Dottor blooded 
him ſeveral times, the firſt of which was as black as Ink, and that B'ood was gor with 
very great difficulty. Atrerwards he went to Dr. Cra6:ree a ſecond time, aid was 
blooded, and took Phytick as before, and whilft he was with Dr. Crabtree, he ſays he 
was for ſome tio or three days, and {omertimes a Fortnight withour any Fir, and 
ſometimes tivo or three Firs of a day, He ſays, his Senles were foinetimes taken a« 
way from him in his Fits. He ſays, ſometimes he cou'd remem!:er fome Patlages, Af- 
ter this he believes one Rovert Martin adviſed his, the (aid Dyugdale's Father, to ad- 
viſe his Son to apply himſelf to one Mr. Jelly, ro defire h's Prayers, where he fcll 
into a Fir, but remembers no diſcourie he had with Mr, Folly, He the ſai 1 Richard 
Dugdale ſays, he believes he was no: polileſſed with an EvilSpirir. And fays likewiſe, 
that he had a Fiton the 24th of March, ar Evening, andon the 25t- of March, in 
the Morning, he took Phyfick from Dr. Chew, and (ays, that the Phy ſick worked well 
wich him,and fince that time, he ſys, he never hid any Fir: Burfays, that the ſtrange 
chings thar befel him, occaſions him to beiteve that the Diſeaſe was nor ordinary, 
And likewiſe ſays, that he vas nor inany ComHnination with any Perſon, or Perſons 
whatſoever, and that rhere was no Cheat, 1n any thing, to his knowledg, He furcher 
confeſſeth, rthatto his knowledg, he cannoc rememter that he cou'd piay any more 
Tricks than thereſt of the School-Boys, and he denys that heever ſpoke any ſuch 
things as are laid to his charge, ro the School-Maſter about the Monies, and ſays, char 
he is no Latin Schollar, nor knows any of thoie Sentences charged upon him, net- 
ther by heart, or otherwiſe, He ſays, he did write a Letter ro Sir Edmma Aſntop, bur 
remembers no Latin Sentence therein, He ſays likewiſe, he never wrapped himſel\ 
ina Blanket, in order co fright any Perſon, He lays likewiſe, that after the Miniſ(- 
rers lefr Surey, thac he had not Firs ſo often as before ; but they were more violent 
than ever betofe. ,

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William Fort of Altham, confeſſes and teſtifies, That he ſaw Richard Dygdale in 
one of his Firs at his Fathers Houſe in Altham, and rhat for half a quarter of an 
hour together he ſtood ſtreight up, and was as one dead, and breathleſs, he ſays thac 
he himſelt and others, all thac while held a-Candle ro his Mouth, and Noſtrils, and 
could not 1n the leaſt perceive that he had any Breath in his Body. Before this, whilſt 
he was in his Fir, heſays he ſaw his Body riſe up from the Ground five or fix rimes, 
being ſtiff and ſtreiphr, three quarters of a Yard above Ground ; and that he did nor 
bend in any Joint whatever, but with ſudden Motions was thrown from his Back ro 
his Belly, and ſo Iikewiſc from his Belly ro his Back, rifing three quarters of a Yard 
 trom the Ground, as he turned himelf. He likewiſe ſays that he heard him ſing 
tome Verſes of a Pfalm in Latin, and tome Schollars that were preſcnt, faid it was

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was making Hay : Whereupon he came into the ſaid Hall, and laid himſelfdown upon 
a Bed, according to the Advice of a Servnt there: Then he ſaid, that $5 or 6 Evil 
Spirirs appeared to him; and then the appearance of a Black Man did grin at h:m, and 
prefſed very ſore upon him: Then both the Spirits and the Man danced upon the 
F}oor, and then vaniſhed in a fl:me of Fire.

Pon the 25th of April 1589, inthe Morning, came Richard Dugdaleto my 
Houſe, he defiring the liberty, and I having granted 1t; he had ſignified 
his Mind to that purpoſe 4 quarter of a Year before: Burt the Meſlenger 
fail'd, to give me nc tice, unril a day or two, before he came. 

He and his Rclarion that came along with him, gave ſuch an account of his Caſe, 
that I ſaw cauſe to ſuſpe& he was poſiefled by an Evil Spirir ; and I was further ſatisfied 
concerning ir, whilſt we werear Family-dury, at which he was preſent. 

The Fir did then ſeize on him, parcly whilſt I was reading, and opening the word : 
Eur much worſe whilſt.E was at praycr. Hrs motions in his Fit were very ſtrange, 
particularly turning the fighe of. his Eycs inward, and ſo making him ſtark blind, 
whilſt his Eye-lids were open, with ocher motions preternatural. He had alſo ſuch 
ſtrong morions, as wereabove h1s natural Ability and Agility 3 but I was more con- 
firmed by thar rage he was in, againſtthe Crdinatce of God, eſpecially when Chriſt 


was more ſolemnly named, an4 his condjrion was carneſtly commended co the Lord : 


Then he raged as if the Devil had been in h1s bodily Shape; tho' he manifeſted 0- 
therwiſe Inclinations ro rhe VVord and Prayer, when he was not in his Fir. Andhe 
was in healch of Bodyto all curward appearance, ar the ſaid time. 

Other Means he had uſed, both lawful and uniawful, ſo that Prayers and Faſting 
ſeemed to he the proper and only Means in thiscafe : Accordingly he defired that we 
would keep a Day of Prayer on his bchalt.. 

Accordingly we met at the Sparth, upon the 87h of Hay, before webegun to exe 
erciſe ( the Paſtor of another Society being preſent to a{liſtin the work) we examin- 
cd the Parents and the young Man hiraſelt; as tothe occaſion of the ſad AﬀiRion they 
atthat rime confeſſed, that both Farher and Son; were in drink at Whally Ruſh-bear« 
ing, upon the Zames-Tiae before; thatthey then had a Scuffle with a young man, whom 
they ſuſpeRed, or his Yartakers to he inſtrumental of this harm. I 

VVealſo erquired as to the means. they. had made uſe of already, and convinced 
them of the evil of ſome unlawful means they had made uſe of, One Inſtrument 
they had made uſe of, was Mr. Crabtree. VVezlio ſhewed them tha: theſe means we 
were abour, were appointed by Chriſt inthis caſe; and tha! they m'ghr hope for a 
Blefiing 1n this way ; rhey repenting of their S195, and expetting Mercy in God's own 
way.

In thoſe circum- 
ſtances the Miniſters, and others, generally rather halcing in their work alſo; as Ta- 
cob, even when he prevail'd for the Bl:fling, The Lord was pleas d to give tome viſible 
Encouragement, as to 2 pond iflve of this Aﬀair in ſome fort: For upon the 24th 
of . March, he had a moſt terrible Fir, ard therein the Evil Spirit took it's leave of 
him : As it's ſaid by ſeveral Wirneſſes, 1: Jett him with a ſtrange kind of vomiting, 
yer nothing vifile appeiring. Afrer thar time he told me, he did no: find that man- 
ncr of working tin his Body, as heretofore: So rhat he hoped he w.s deliver'd. I 
told himgtho? at preſence we did nt meet athis Father's Hyuſe, as f: rmerly, for 
the Reaſuns aforementioned yer wedid contirually remember his Caſe, both pri- 
vate!y and publicklv.
